LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  May  3  states  as  follows: 

T,The  availability,  here  and  there,   of  out  and  out 
bargain  lots  of  cotton  of  one  type  or  another,  and 
the  widespread  talk  of  these  sales  did  much  to  under- 
mine and  upset  mill  ideas  of  cotton  values  during 
the  past  week,   and  they  have  all  been  bargain  hunting. 
Unwilling  to  pay  the  full  prices  quoted  on  most  market 
offerings,   the  mills  have  been  combing  the  market  for 
prices  and  waiting  for  some  one  to  offer  the  kind  of 
cotton  they  need  at  distressed  prices.     This  is  why 
practically  all  New  England  cotton  markets  report 
such  an  active  inquiry,   and  why  there  has  been  such 
difficulty  in  putting  through  actual  sales.

Statement  relative  to  long  staple  cotton  market  cont'd, 

"Interest  in  new  crop  seems  to  have  slackened  temporarily, 
though  there  has  been  some  selling  of  cotton  poods  hy  the 
mills  for  Fall  delivery.     New  crop  cotton  prices  have  not 
changed  materially  from  a  week  azo  and  many  houses  still 
refuse  to  quote  at  all. 

"Pima  is  not  so  much  in  demand  now  as  it  was  a  week  or 
two  ago.     Number  twos  were  offered  in  various  Quarters 
this  week  at  65  cents  firm,  hut  no  buying  was  reported, 
threes  end  fours  were  quoted  nominally  at  62  to  63  cents, 
but  no  trading  came  about.     New  crop  number  two  Pima  is 
offered  firm  around  50  to  55  cents  but  no  mills  are  as 
yet  willing  to  pay  that  for  Fall  shipment. 

"On  Egyptians,   attention  seemed  to  center  a  good  deal  on 
the  new  crop  quotations,   especially  with  regard  to  Sakel. 
Medium  grade,  for  November  shipment,  was  quoted  at  48 
to  50  cents,   though  old  crop  of  medium  grade  is  firmly 
held  at  57  to  60  cents.     No  trading  has  been  reported, 
however,   during  the  past  week.  ***

LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  May  10  states  as  follows: 

"While  cotton  prices  turned  downward  this  week  with 
the  break  in  the  cotton  future  markets,  the  basis  on 
selected  uplands  and  extra  staple  Peeler  cottons 
seemed,  to  stiffen  as  the  future  market  declined,  so 
that  the  quotations  on  actual  cotton  this  week  do 
not  show  as  £reat  8  drop  from  the  previous  week's 
figures  as  do  the  cotton  future  quotations.     The  down- 
ward trend  of  prices  seems  to  have  had  but  little 
effect  on  the  amount  of  buying  interest,   and  contrary 
to  custom,   the  demand  has  not  dropped  off  as  the  price 
weakened . 

"Not  only  has  there  been  a  steady  inquiry  for  replace- 
ment cotton,  but  in  several  quarters  of  the  market  new 
mill  buying  developed  based  on  actual  business  taken 
or  in  prospect .     There  have  been  very  few  offerings 
from  the  South  and  the  cotton  that  is  available  in  the 
Eastern  markets  for  sale  consists  chiefly  of  rejections, 
tail-end  lots  of  mill  cotton  or  left-overs  from  cotton 
merchants'   stocks,   or  occasional  stray,   southern  lots 
previously  held  back  for  a  speculative  rise.

"Egyptians  were  inactive  throughout  the  week.  Medium 
grade  Sakel  was  quoted  around  67  to  68  cents,  with 
slightly  lower  grades  offered  for  shipment  around  62 
to  63  cents.     New  crop  Sakel  was  available  for 
November-December  shipment  at  55  cents  or  thereabouts 
but  no  buying  has  resulted  as  yet.     Medium  grade 
Egyptian  uppers  for  prompt  shipment  from  Alexandria 
were  quoted  at  35-1/2  to  37  cents,  with  new  crop 
available  around  35-1/2  cents. 

"'There  was  a  little  Pima  buying  around  65  cents  for 
number  twos  and  it  is  understood  that  there  is  more 
cotton  that  can  be  bought  at  the  same  price.  Number 
threes  are  quoted  around  64  cents,  with  some  offers 
for  it  around  63  cents.  New  crop  Pima  was  reported 
to  have  been  bought  in  the  East  within  a  week  or  so 
as  low  as  46  cents.

The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  May  17  states  as  follows: 

"Buying  ardor  throughout  New  England  cotton  markets 
was  dampened  this  week  by  the  weakness  of  cotton  futures 
and  a  .growing  bearishness  among  cotton  manufacturers 
as  to  the  new  crop  values.     Some  are  looking  now  for 
twenty  cent  futures  and  naturally  they  are  growing 
more  and  more  reluctant  to  carry  over  into  the  new 
crop  year  any  considerable  volume  of  cotton  beyond  their 
actual  spinning  requirements.     Not  only  have  they 
become  extremely  careful  with  regard  to  cotton  purchases, 
but  some  of  those  who  have  on  hand  considerable  stocks 
against  possible  summer  and  early  fall  needs,   are  now 
beginning  to  throw  these  stocks  overboard  whenever 
they  are  able  to  obtain  an  attractive  price  for  them 
as  spots . 

"Demand  seemed  to  dwindle  very  rapidly  toward  the 
end  of  the  week,  and  trading  has  been  confined  chiefly 
to  replacements  and  small  filling-in  lots  to  cover 
new  specialty  business  taken  by  some  of  the  fine  cloth 
mills.    Widespread  curtailment  talk  among  the  mills, 
both  north  and  south,  has  helped  to  weaken  the  price 
structure,  and  the  result  is  that  the  full  force  of 
the  decline  in  futures  has  been  felt  in  actual  cotton 
prices,  with  the  possible  exception  of  some  of  the

long  fibered  cotton  that  has  become  very  hard  to  find. 

fTIt  should  be  understood,  of  course,  that  dealing 
in  the  extra  staple  lengths  has  nov;  dropped  to  such 
small  volumes  that  the  market  is  governed  almost 
wholly  by  sales  in  very  small  quantities.  There  is 
such  a  dearth  of  staple  offerings,  that  any  attempt

"There  is  very  keen  interest  in  new  crop  quotations, 
but  not  much  disposition  as  yet  to  place  new  crop 
business.     Action  along  this  line  is  looked  for,  however, 
once  the  future  market  breaks  the  21  cents  level. 
Basis  quotations  on  Pall  delivery  are  virtually 
unchanged  this  week,   despite  the  drop  in  futures. 

"Egyptians  are  lower  in  price,   reflecting  the  drop 
in  American  futures,  but  there  has  been  no  activity, 
to  speak  of,   either  in  new  or  old  crop.     Medium  grade 
Sakel  out  of  the  old  crop  is  available  at  62  to  64 
cents,  while  a  slightly  higher  grade  is  quoted  at  66 
and  68  cents.     New  crop  medium  grade  can  be  had 
around  50  cents  but  is  more  generally  quoted  at  55. 

"Some  inquiry  for  Pima  cotton  was  heard,  but  the 
mills  are  trying  to  buy  old  crop  under  the  60  cents 
level,  and  so  far  it  is  impossible  to  do  so  owing  to 
the  very  limited  quantity  still  available.  Number 
threes  are  offered  at  63  to  64  cents,  while  65  cents 
is  quoted  for  twos.     Tt  is  possible,  however,   to  buy 
new  crop  at  50  cents  for  twos  and  sales  several  cents 
under  that  figure  have  been  reported  in  very  limited 
volume .

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MILL  CONSUMPTION  IN  TEE  UNITED  STATES  0? 
PIMA  AND  IMPORTED  EGYPTIAN  COTTONS, 
APRIL,  1925. 


The  Bureau  of  the  Census  reports  mill  consumption  of 
American  Egyptian  (Pima)  cotton  during  the  month  of  April 
as  1,329  bales  of  500  pounds  gross  weight,   compared  with 
1,532  bales  in  March  and  2,252  bales  in  February.  The 
mill  consumption  of  imported  Egyptian  cotton  is  reported 
as  having  been  18,532  bales  in  April,   compared  with 
17,965  bales  in  March  and  17,698  bales  in  February. 


PLANTING  SEED  SITUATION  IN  EGYPT . 


The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  May  17  states  as  follows: 

"The  well-nigh  universal  complaint  with  regard  to  the 
deterioration  of  the  character  of  Egyptian  cotton  during 
the  past  few  years  end  the  widespread  condemnation  of  the 
practice  adopted  in  many  parts  of  Egypt  this  season,  of 
mixing  various  varieties  of  cotton  together,   often  with 
very  little  regard  to  keeping  the  fiber  lengths  uniform 
has  attracted  the  attention  of  the  Egyptian  governmental 
authorities,  and  steps  are  being  inaugurated  to  remedy 
the  situation,   it  is  re-ported. 

"Especial  exception  has  been  taken  to  the  rumors  that 
have  prevailed  in  cotton  manufacturing  circles  in  Lancashire 
to  the  effect  that  Egyptian  growers  have  been  finding  it 
difficult  or  impossible  to  obtain  pure  seed  for  this  year's 
planting,   owing  to  the  mixture  of  different  cotton  that 
has  taken  place  at  the  ginneries  and  elsewhere.  This 
rumor  has  had  particular  reference  to  Sakel  and  has  caused 
real  concern  among  some  of  the  English  fine  yarn  spinners, 
and  the  Royal  Egyptian  Legation  at  London  has  announced 

that  the  Egyptian  Ministry  of  Agriculture  is  taking   

precautions  for  the  protection  of  the  purity  cf  the  Egyptian 
seed  supply.

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THE  CROP  IN  EGYPT. 


The  Cotton  Gazette  of  May  2  contains  the  following:' 


Messrs,  P.  Augustino  &  Co.  write,  Alexandria,  23rd  April. - 
"Crop;     Owing  to  the  cool  temperature  which  has  prevailed 
for  some  time  now,   the  plant  must  be  very  backward,  and 
extensive  replantings,  much  more  than  normally,  were  necessary. 
Of  course, _  the  backwardness  might  be  recovered  later  on, 
but  so  far  the  plant  has  not  been  favoured  by  climatic 
conditions . " 


Mr.  G.  3D.  Sarris  writes,   Alexandria,   18th  April.-  "The  Crop: 
The  damage  to  the  young  plantations  is  confirmed.    While  it 
was  remarked  that  the  growth  of  very  early  crops  has  received 
a  check,   late  crops  have  suffered  fairly  seriously,  and 
replanting  on  a  large  scale  has  been  necessary.     It  is  also 
reported  that  insect  pests  have  caused  damage  to  the  roots 
of  the  plants  in  certain  Delta  districts." 


Messrs.  E.  Caramano  &  Co.  write,  Alexandria,  April  23rd.-

Messrs.   J.  Planta  &  Co.  write,   Alexandria,   29th  April: - 
"Mansourah:     The  temperature  is  much  warmer  since  the  23rd, 
and,   at  the  present  moment  is  very  favourable  to  the  young 
cotton  plants.     Re-sowing  continues  to  the  extent  of  about 
10  per  cent,  to  30  per  cent,   according  to  the  district. 
More  land  has  been  re-sown  than  was  believed  possible 
some  time  ago.     In  our  district  90  per  cent.  Sakel  has  been 
sown  against  78  ner  cent,  last  year,   and  10  per  cent,  of 
Pilion,  Za^oras,   etc.,   as  against  22  per  cent.

,rCror:     »e  think  the  present  start  of  the  crop,  especially 
in  Lower  Egypt,  has  been  the  worst  for  a  number  of  years. 
Many  resowings  are  still  necessary,  and  in  some  places 
resowings  are  reported  not  to  have  been  auccessf ul .  Of 
course,   a  good  crop  is  still  possible,  but  at  all  events 
the  crop  will  be  a  late  one,  which  in  view  of  the  scarcity 
of  Sakels  will  be  disagreeably  felt  later  on." 


Messrs.  The  British  Egyptian  Cotton  Co.,   Ltd.,  Alexandria, 
cabled  6th  May:-  "Ministry  Agriculture  report  windy  weather 
and  somewhat  low  temperature,   especially  at  night  time,  has 
badly  affected  growth  cotton  plant  and  increases  proportion 
resowing  of  late  sown  crop."
